Periodic .attacks of "migraine1" or

Both diseases seep 
to present no visible pathology; noth- 
ing to explain the disease is discover- 
able post mortem. Both diseaESB have 
an "aura" or warning; some peculiar 
sensation or feeling by which the vic- 
tim knows a seizure Ss imminent. 
A year or. two aeo one of the fore- 
most American afidominal Burgeons 
announced the discovery of what he 
beleived the cause of epilepsy, namely, 
a bacillus which normally inhabits the 
intestinal tract of man'and animals, 
and which.is "forced" into the blood 
by the increased pressure in the in-, 
testine which happens to 
be partly 
obstructed by some Jdnk or adhesion 
or other condition causing stasis. 
In 
short, tbe surgeon believed tb»t in- 
testinal stasis was a umi»l cayne of 
epileptic seizures, and this belief was 
the result of several incident*. 
In 
operating for the relief of such cases 
of intestinal stasis he discovered that 
a considerable number of the patients 
who happened to suffer from epilepsy 
were greatly improved or cured after 
thu stasis was overcome by surgerj'.
